TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Speaker Of State Assembly 
Facing Rough Road Ahead 


Battle for speakership of the S tate Assem­ 
bly, won bv Luther H. Lincoln of Oakland 
with a bare majority of 41 \otes in the S0- 
man lower house, will reverberate through­ 
out the 1955 legislative session. 


The young Oakland Republican finds 
hmiselt on a hot seat which apparentlv has 
been left on the fiont burner. It’s not going 
to get am cooier. Lincoln finds himself with 


a majority of the whole Assembly, but with 
only a minority of his own Republican 
caucus. Thus Matin Assemblyman Richard 
H. McCollister finds himself floor leader of 
a Republican majoiity which does not favor 
the speaker. McCollister also finds himself 


as seatmate Richard J. Dolwig of San Mateo, 
who not only led the fight against Lincoln 
but who was slated to be floor leadei if Lin­ 
coln’s opponent. 11 Allen Smith of (»lendale, 
had been elected speaker. 


With this situation, it was not surprising 
that on Wednesday Dolwig moved that the 
speaker be stripped of bis power to appoint 
committees and committee chairmen. 1 bis is 
the heart of the speaker s power. 1 lolding the 
right to appoint chairmen and the power to 


re fe r bills to whatever committee he deems 
proper, he can to a great extent control the 
destinv of any particular bill. 
There are mam who feel that this is too 


great a power for one man. T here is a potsi 
hilitv that he might become u n d u l y in­ 
fluenced hv pressure groups. There is even 
the chance that with the wrong man as speak­ 
er, a serious graft situation could develop. 
Lincoln's majority rallied around him and 
defeated Dolwig’s motion.

ONLY ASSEMBLYMAN who 
failed to cast a ballot this year 
was D an Creedon of San M ateo 
County, who also inform ed this 
w riter same time ago th at he 
would not ballot on the speaker­ 
ship. Creedon has resigned his 
elected post as assemblyman, to 
become a lobbyist for liquor in­ 
terests. 
The selection of Lincoln as the 
speaker of the house retains in 
office the interests supported by 
the 1953 speaker, Jam es W. Sil- 
liman of Salinas. It is antici­ 
pated th a t most of the com m it­ 
tee chairm anships will rem ain 
in the same hands they were in 
during the 1953 session.

ran second in popularity only to 
John S t e i n b e c k ’ s celebrated 
Grapes of W rath in sales. 


Like most successful men, Jen ­ 
nings did some shuffling around 
before dropping into his niche in 
the world. But his niche in the 
world is of rather broad dim en­ 
sions. His preferred occupation Ls 
travel, which he does extensively, 
and which fortunately, is easily 
financed by his success in the 
field of popular literature. 


HE W A S B O R N in Brooklyn in 
1906, 
the son 
of a successful 
surgeon. He attended a variety 
of 
prim ary 
a n d 
preparatory 
schools and tried without success 
to make a mining engineer of 
himself at the Colorado School 
of Mines. His formal education 
ended with a few brief glances 
into the classrooms of New York 
University and Columbia. 
At the age of 13, he came to 
California on a visit. While only 
20, he signed on as a deck hand 
aboard a small freighter, plying 
the M editerranean. He tourned

jobs, then turned his hand to full 
time writing. 


HE SOLI) his first story to a 
weekly pulp magazine, and from 
there, has gone on to success, 
writing book length novels.

Foreign 
activities 
along 
the 
California coast, during the la t­ 
ter part of the 18th Century, 
caused the Spanish Americans a 
good deal of apprehension. The 
British, in particular, gave them 
m uch concern. Com m andant Sal 
at San Francisco informed the 
governor in Oct. 1792 th a t In ­ 
dians had reported two vessels, 
presumably British, at Bodega 
Bay for water, wood, venison and 
had asked the natives to bring 
them cattle. Early in 1793, two 
English vessels were again re ­ 
ported to be at Bodega Sal also 
reported the arrival of an Eng­ 
lish vessel a t San Francisco ask­ 
ing for water, wood and meat. 
She had a suspicious appearance 
and was said by natives to have 
been loitering along the coast for 
two 
months. 
In 
April. 
Capt. 
George* Vancouver appeared in 
California 
waters 
He 
visited 
Monterey and San Francisco, in ­ 
spected 
installations 
and even 
made inland tours. 
The newly appointed Governor 
Arrellaga was greatly perturbed 
over the extreme freedom ac­ 
corded the visitors and so re­ 
ported to the Viceroy m Mexico. 
Because of the supposed excel­ 
lence of Bodega Bay as a harbor 
and fear of English occupation 
of a place so near San Francisco, 
Viceroy Rev ilia Gigedo had al­ 
ready given instructions that a 
settlement be established on Bo­ 
dega Bay. Two vessels, the “Mexi- 
eana” and "Sutil,” were fitted out 
at San Bias and under com m and 
of Ju an Bautista M atute sailed 
directly for Bodega. The schoon­ 
er "Active.” with a long boat, 
was dispatched to San F ra n ­ 
cisco to aid in this enterprise. 
Orders came up on the supply 
ship 
“AranzAZU 
for 
Governor 
Arrellaga to move to San F ra n ­ 
cisco

Felipe Goycoechea. com ­ 
m andant at Santa Barbara, re­ 
ceived instructions to locate a 
road from San Francisco Bay to 
Bodega Bay. The “Prineesa” had 
arrived at San Francisco from 
Nootka the month previous. 


Arrellaga had some 30 horses 
transported 
to

rived from the south and with a

On my arrival at this iwrt it 
has been called to attention th a t 
the advises sent from the Puerto 
de Bodega. July 23. and from San 
Francisco, August- 23. gi' ing the 
results of the commission with 
which I had been entrusted, had 
not been received at the office 
of the com m andant, although I 
supposed th at they had all gone 
together in the same post, dis­ 
patched by the Governor of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
August 26. The 
delay 
gives me an opportunity again to 
present an account of my com­ 
mission 
a n d 
the 
occurences 
which took place while I was 
carrying it out. You will there­ 
fore please advise the Viceroy of 
New Spain as follows; Nothing 
happened during th e voyage of 
64 days from niy departure from 
the departm ent to my arrival at 
Bodega. I did not find there any 
vessel or any foreign establish­ 
ment. and am of the opinion th a t 
there will never be any there, 
as

(Bray* Dickinson, who investigated and plotted 
the trail of Felipe de Goycoechea who led the first over­ 
land exploration of Marin, has written several book-length 
articles concerning various aspects of M ann County His­ 
tory. 
A third generation Tomales resident, he was born 
there in 1890, the grandson of Thom as J. Abies, a Marin 
pioneer and a founder of Tómales* bank 
He attended 
Lowell High School in San Francisco, for there was no 
Toniales High Sch«x)l in those days, and he was graduated 
from the University of California in 1915. 
From 1920 to 
1945, he operated a general store in his home town and 
since 1940 has served as postmaster. 
In the nine years 
since he retired from his store, his chief avocation has been 
the study of local history; he is a director of the M arin 
County Historical .Society 


row entrance to a port, river, or 
lagoon, without the usual surf, 
could be seen within the outer 
Ensenada de Bodega itself. I was 
there three days, incurring much 
risk, and found it to be a port 
well provided with the facilities 
for the discharge of my com­ 
mission. and a very good one 
for a ship of not more th an IS 
foot draft, the depth of the wa­ 
ter at the entrance. Nevertheless 
this entrance is dangerous, be­ 
cause in my opinion, during the 
fresh winds from the northwest 
and other quarters, it must have 
a bar of less depth, although not 
such a one as is shown on the 
chart of Pilot Ju a n Zavas which 
makes 12 feet. 
T II E FRIGATE ARANZAZU 
reached the Puerto de Bodega 
July 16. bringing the troops, ar­ 
tisans. food and supplies and an 
order to assist me with the crew 
of the vessel in building a house. 
She had to anchor five or six 
leagues 
from 
the site 
of 
the 
Puerto Nuevo, where the estab­ 
lishment can 
be 
made. 
As I 
thought it impossible to take her 
into the former port, in order to 
carry out the founding in com­ 
pliance with the orders, I ar­ 
ranged to deposit the troops, ar- 
♦ tisans, food and supplies she car­ 
ried in the Puerto de San Fran­ 
cisco. It now became apparent 
that the ARANZAZU not being 
suitable and the SUTIL aione 
being insufficient, it was indis­ 
pensable to employ the latter and 
another like her in founding the 
establishment. An express order 
was nevertheless necessary to en­ 
ter that port with any vessel and 
a boat, or a launch larger than 
that of the schooners, to assist 
them in entering and leaving it 
if such were to be employed in 
the business. 
THE ARANZAZU departed on 
the 24th of the m onth and I re­ 
mained awaiting the arrival of 
Lieutenant Don Francisco Eliza 
so as to draw up with his aid the 
plan of the port 
August 8, the 
com m andant of the presidio of 
Santa Barbara. Don Felqie Goy­ 
coechea, arrived with 10 men on 
horseback at the west point of 
the Puerto Nuevo, after two days 
journey from the shore opposite 
S an Francisco, <u which they had 


been transported by the launches 
of the frigates PRINCESS and 
ARANZVZU. I pointed out to him 
the distance at which timber and 
wood were only to tie found in 
Bodega and which had prevented 
me from forming an establish­ 
m ent owing to the difficulty of 
transporting it to the port; the 
em barrassm ent which had arisen 
about doing this in the other 
port, and 
the decision 
I had 
taken to explain thus to my su ­ 
perior so that in view of my in­ 
formation he could decide what 
was best to be done. August 9. 
the schooner ACTIVE arrived at 
Bodega With her aid I finished 
making the plan of the port, 
which should reach you with the 
other advises. With the assist­ 
ance of her launch the departure 
of my schooner was facilitated. 
Tills was no small help, due to 
the dangerous position in which 
the vessel lay. and is necessary 
in cro.ssing the bar at the en ­ 
trance in entering and leaving. 
Besides, I could not lose the op­ 
portunity, as the lack of wood 
for ordinary use would oblige me 
to depart and expose the vessel 
and crew to danger of shipwreck, 
just as we were on a shoal upon 
entering the port. Having 
re­ 
turned 
to the Puerto de San 
Francisco on the 11th, I at once 
endeavored as much as my poor 
health would permit, to enlarge 
my notifes giving my opinion on 
what I 
thought 
opportune 
in 
carrying out the building of the 
establishment. 
I 
thought 
of 
awaiting in the port the orders 
of the commandant of marine, 
but I afterwards found this dif­ 
ficult, as being sick, my health 
would not improve in that clim ­ 
ate. I therefore kept the schoon­ 
er ready for the time when these 
orders should arrive at the port 
and could be executed 
I 
ASKED the establishm ent, 
from the time of the founding, 
should be provided with some 
leather-jacket calvary to induce 
some respect in the numerous In­ 
dians in that port and an of­ 
ficer of sufficient rank to com­ 
m and them. I ¿nTso asked for the 
crews of the two schooners and 
an 
auxiliary 
boat; 
a 
fragata, 
which could carry a good launch 
tor eroskuig 
Ban 


Francisco, m anned with 15 sea­ 
men. a train of 50 mules with 
eight Indian neophytes from the 
other missions to tra m p rt food 
and su p p lies for the aid of the 
establishm ent 
while 
there; 
an 
ecclesiastic, a surgeon, 10 soldiers 
of this compania fixa, five good 
artisans, and seam en chosen from 
the natives in the neighborhood 
of San Bias, because they are 
more useful th an the European« 
who come from V era Cruz 


BEING 
of the opinion that 
these accessories, which I con­ 
sider indispensable, are going to 
occasion great expense, and on 
the other hand reflecting that 
it is necessary to occupy the ter­ 
ritory which offers such advan­ 
tages to foreigners, it seems to 
me that it would be sufficient t® 
construct a launch in the Puerto 
de San Francisco, in order to 
occupy the Puerto Nuevo and Bo­ 
dega from that point, founding 
onr or two missions, to lie recom­ 
mended by the government of 
California T offered, however, to 
continue this commission, if my 
services 
shouM 
be 
considered 
useful, in any way that my su­ 
periors 
might 
think 
advisable, 
regreting that although my will 
was strong T had given up to tin* 
present time such small proof« 
of its efficiency. 


FINALLY to execute my com­ 
ing h ere from San Francisco I 
may add that it was due both to 
my desire not to occasion more 
exp en se to the royal treasury and 
to get close to the point where 
the orders originate. I tried to 
bring the troops and the artisan« 
divided between the SUTIL and 
MEXICANA, but finding tills wa* 
not so easy I left the food and 
the troops, who are occupied in 
the service at that point, and 
brought four artisans who are 
still in receipt of their daily 
wages. 
May our lord grant your wor­ 
ship many years. San Bias, No­

A little more than 45 years ago, 
a 
New 
York 
luggage 
worker 
moved 
to 
San 
Francisco and 
started his own luggage factory. 
He knew every detail of his trade 
and because he insisted on good 
materials, good workmanship and 
honest 
practices 
his 
business 
flourished. 


Because he also was able to 
instill these basic qualities into 
his family, the industry he es­ 
tablished has grown into one of 
the largest single businesses in 
M arin County. 
The luggage maker’s name was 
Herm an Koch. He raised a large 
fam ily and now the firm of H. 
Koch Sc Sons 'daughters too) op­ 
erates in Corte Madera the only 
plant in the world which m anu­ 
factures Fiberglas luggage in one 
of the largest single buildings and 
with one of the largest single 
payrolls in M arin County. 
At present three sons and two 
daughters of Herm an Koch are 
in the business, two other daugh­ 
ters take no active part. The 
success of the industry is the 
story of success of a family. 


K O C H 
L U G G A G E 
came 
to 


M arin County in 1947, although 
most residents think of it as a 
new arrival. It was then that 
the real production of Fiberglas 
luggage got under way, although 
it had been under study and 
there had been some production 
in the months just prior. A shop 
was set up in San Rafael to do 
the early steps in the formation 
of tiny strands of glass into a 
practically indestructible type of 
luggage. 


This original shop grew to two, 
three, and finally to seven small 
units in San Rafael, all serving 
the 
main 
assembly 
plant 
and 
shipping 
department 
in 
San 
Francisco. 
Then a little more than a year 
ago it became evident that the 
business had outgrown its com­ 
muting stage. Rather than move 
the whole business to San Fran ­ 
cisco, the Kochs decided on M a ­ 
rin. As a result they bunt a 120,- 
000 square foot building at Corte 
Madera intersection and moved 
all their operations under one 


roof. 
Being the only manufacturer of 
a product in the world is an in­ 
teresting and challenging busi­ 


ness. There is no precedent for 


doing the job; there are no m a­ 
chines to do it, and no experts 
to turn to for advice. 


FOR EXAMPLE, huge electri­ 
cally heated presses had to be de­ 
signed to apply both heat and 
pressure evenly to all parts of 
the special molds in which sheets 
of glass fibers are shaped into 
the forms of luggage or cases 
desired. 


The Kochs make these presses 
themselves. Prior to last June, 
when the building opened, there 
were 19 in operation. In the new 
plant, 31 were installed. Business 
has been so good that it has been 
necessary 
to start construction 
on 15 new presses to handle this 
year's production. 


L U G G A G E and carrying cases 
for the armed services are the 
two major products of the 250 
employees which make up the 
Koch organization. 
M urray P. Koch of San F ra n ­ 
cisco, president and general m an­ 
ager, runs the show from his 
front corner office. He has the 
aid of two brothers and two sis­ 
ters in the plant itself. H. 
U . 


Koch, who is building a home in 
Ross, is personnel manager, with 
W. L. " B ill” Koch of San F ra n ­ 
cisco in charge of special pro­ 
jects. 


Sister Rebecca Koch Abel is 
head bookkeeper for the firm, 
with Helen Koch Salkin, wife of 
the firm ’s purchasing agent H er­ 
man Salkin, acting as office m an­ 
ager. All three live in sleepy H ol­ 
low. 


There’s another brother com­ 
bination on the Koch team. San 
Rafael brothers Joe B. Sm ith and 
Tom H. Sm ith are chief engineer 
and sueprintendent of carrying 
case production respectively. 


OTHER K E Y jobs are filled by 
R. M. Brinton of Corte Madera, 
supervisor of luggage production, 
and M urray M cW illiam s, who is 
building a Corte Madera home, 
sales manager. 


Key to success of Koch luggage 
and carrying cases is its rugged, 
yet light construction. More than 
40,000 cases are now in use by the 
Air F’orce and other of the armed 
services. They are used for stor­ 
ing, carrying and shipping vital 
items like aerial cameras and 


electronics equipment, which cost 
$18,000 or more. 


The cases carrying the equip­ 


ment have been dropped by par­ 


achute from planes flying 250 


miles per hour at 600 feet a lti­ 
tude. They have landed on rocks 
and in water. But in all the years 
and 
with 
the 
thousands 
and 
thousands of 
cases in 
use, 
to 
date there has not been a single 
casualty to a single case or the 
equipment it contained. T h a t’s 
M urray K och ’s proudest boast. 


One of the cases was te.^ted in 
an atomic bomb blast. Although 
the Kochs don’t know just when 
it occurred, they do know it hap­ 
pened at Frenchm an’s F la t test­ 
ing grounds. They don't know 
how close it was to the center 
of the blast, but they were told 
that everything in the area, ex­ 
cept their case, was destroyed. 


S E C R E T of such strength is 
the process of putting the fiber­ 
glas 
particles 
together 
in 
the 
molds w ith a special resin. The 
resin acts both as a binding agenl 
for the threads of glass and pro­ 
duces the color of the finished 
product. Thus toe color, 
and 


there are 
a number available, 
goes 
completely 
through 
the 
cases and can not wear off oi 
scratch off. 


After 
the cases are 
molded, 
they are baked for several hours 
and the resulting product has a 
strength of 11 tons per square 
inch. 


Alum inum alloy is used for the 
closure strips around the edges 
of the luggage halves. F'or the 
carrying cases it is necessary that 
the halves fit together perfectly 
and be completely airtight. To 
insure this, special surgical air 
tubing is inserted in the alum i­ 
num strips where the two halves 
come together. 


Only the Fiberglas itself, the 
resin ami the aluminum are im ­ 
ported to the plant. Otherwise, all 
fittings, luggage linings and other 
parts of the final product are 
made at the plant. 
H. K och & Sons still m anu­ 
factures 
conventional 
luggage. 
B u t its Fiberglas carrying cases 
have caught the eye and the ap­ 
probation of the armed forces, 
and the Fiberglas luggage is fast 
catching the eye of the traveling 
public.

The poinsettia plant us a most 
interesting flowering plant and 
can be used 
to advantage in 
the landscape plan. Many people 
buy these plants for the Christ­ 
mas season in cans or pots for 
decorations. These plants can be 
used for permanent plantings or 
used as individuals in boxes. 


When the leaves of the Christ­ 
mas poinsett 1a plant drop soon 
after the holidays, many people 
conclude that it is dying and dis­ 
card it. Actually the plant is go­ 
ing in'o its normal rest period 
which lasts until about the first 
of May The right care will keen 
it in condition for blooming again 
next year. 


AFTER LEAVES 
FALL, put 
the plant in a cool place «40 to 
60 F ) and water sparingly. About 
May first, cut the plant back to 
remove excess wood and make it 
more shapely. Shake off the old

soil and repot in a mixture of 
about three parts garden loam, 
one part well-rotted m anure and 
one part leaf mold. Use a pot just 
lar <e enough to hold the mass of 
roots without crowding, and pro­ 
vide good drainage. W ater enough 
to keep the soil from drying out. 


IN ABOUT A MONTH when 
weather is warm, set the plant 
outdoors—in full sunshine. W hen 
nights become cool in the fall, 
bring it in to a window where 
there is good light and air and 
where the tem perature is about 
60 to 65 F. but with no draft. 
W ater regularly so the soil never 
dries out and use a little liquid 
fertilizer every week 


VERY IMPORTANT is keep­ 
ing the plant dark at night. Long 
nights, uninterrupted by even a 
shaft of artificial light, are need­ 
ed to bring the poinsettia into 
flower. Florists have found th a t 
street lights as much as 50 yards 
from 
greenhouses can prevent 
poinset t las 
from 
blooming. 
In 
homes, plants may not get enough 
darkness even in a dimly lighted 
hall. 
The poinsettia needs as m uch 
light as possible during the day, 
but an early bedtime which may 
be arranged by covering it with 
black cloth or by keeping it on 
a glassed-in porch or some room 
which is not lighted after night­ 
fall. Im portant, too, is protection 
from drafts and extremes of tem ­ 
perature.

Senior Nurseryman 
Lohrman Retires

W ith the patience and gentle­ 
ness of a doctor, nurserymen tend 
flowers 
and 
shrubs 
the 
year 
round. 
This 
week, 
after 
more 
than 70 years as a practicing 
“ garden 
doctor,” 
Nurseryman 
Richard Lohrm an of San Rafael 
r e t i r e d . 
Eighty-six-vear-old 
Lohrm an turned over his W est 
End 
Nursery to nephew, K a rl 
Unterm ann. 
“ If you don't have patience, 
don't be a 
nurseryman,” 
said 
Lohrm an, reminiscing over his 
70 years in the nursery busi­ 
ness, “ because you must work 
with nature and nature takes her 
time.” 
Patience ha* paid off for se­ 
nior Nurseryman Lohrm an. His 
prize-winning dahlias and del­ 
phinium varities and Espaliered 
apple trees have been introduced 
successfully in gardens through­ 
out 
the 
country. H is nursery, 
started in 1900. has been a suc­ 
cessful venture. 
AS A NURSERYMAN, he has 
traveled around the world and 
worked as head gardener on royal 
estates. 
In 1884, when he was 16, R ich ­ 
ard Lohrm an left lus native Sier- 
hagen 
in Germ any to become 
an apprentice nurseryman in the 
city of Luebeck. Serving his four- 
year 
apprenticeship, 
working 
from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m., six days a 
week, Lohrm an learned the nur­ 
sery business from the weeds up. 
Apprenticeship over. Lohrm . n 
worked a year in Hamburg and 
then 
traveled 
to Dresden, 
fa­ 
mous for its camellias, rhodo­ 
dendrons and azaleas. 
“ There 
the first job for all 
new gardeners was to wheel sand 
from a pit to the greenhouse The 
faster you worked the better ycur 
chances of graduating to a bet­ 
ter 
job in 
the 
nursery,” said 
Lohrm an. 


FROM DRESDEN to Vienna, 
then to Denmark and Scotland, 
where chrysanthemums were the 
prized flowers. 


In 1893. Nurseryman Lohrm an 
attended the Chicago W orld E x ­ 
position as gardener for the G e r­ 
man pavilion and introduced the 
Victoria rose, a white bloom, still 
marketed and exhibited. The ex­ 
position over, l/ohrman started 
his travels that took him to Tex­ 
as as a vegetable grower, to M en­ 
lo 
Park, 
Portland, 
and 
then 
across the Pacific to Australia. 
Seven years later he returned 
to Germ any, married and settled 
on the Island of Guernsey to 
manage a nursery that exported 
tomatoes 
and 
cut 
flowers 
U> 
London. 


Illness forced the Lohrm ans to 
leave the quaint island and they 
sailed to the United States in 
1899 In 1904, Lohrm an settled in 
M arin and became the head gar­ 
dener for the A W . Foster estate, 
nows the 
Fairhills tract. Five 
years later he bought a pear or­ 
chard. part of the Trumbell es­ 
tate and opened his West End 
Nursery. 


HE ORIGINATED 
the large 
fluffy dahlias 
that 
won 
him 
eight medals at the 1915 P a n a ­ 
ma-Pa < if ic 
Exposition 
and are 
Still shipped all over the world. 
His first large dahlia introduced 
to the garden world was called

and ‘Sole Mio.” 


looking back over the years. 
Lohrm an shook his head and said 
the nursery business ha.1- changed 
with

time*. The one-time 
favorite flowers and shrubs have 
been replaced. “ People now just 
d o n ’t want to be bothered with 
plants, they want to water them 
and let th em grow," he said. 


Untermann 
New Owner 
Of Nursery 


“ The longer you're in the bus­ 
iness, the more you realize how 
many things you must learn,” 
said K a rl Unterm ann, who this 
week took over as manager of the 
W est End Nursery from his re­ 
tiring uncle. Richard Lohrm an. 
Knowing 
insects, soil 
condi­ 
tioners, 
preparations, seedlings, 
transplanting, pruning, shaping 
are only a part of a nurseryman's 
work said Unterm ann He is also 
the garden doctor for his clients. 
He advises them on plant lan d ­ 
scaping, treats sick plants and 
listens to their general garden 
problems. 
Unterm an who wa.s born and 
reared in Germ any, had no par­ 
ticular knowledge of plants and 
flowers until he joined the lo h r ­ 
mans in M arin during 1928 E x ­ 
cept for war 
years 
when 
he 
worked 
at 
M arinship yards in 
SausalitO, Unterm ann served as 
an appren ice under his uncle. 
“A NURSERYMAN must look 
three or four years ahead and 
anticipate the plant m aterial and 
growing 
changes,” 
Unterm ann 
said. 
"Today 
gardeners 
want 
compact, low-grow ing shrubs and 
trees,” he continued. “ They don't 
have the space 
ana 
time 
for 
large sprawling shrubs.” 
The West End Nursery grows 
two thirds of its plants and flow ­ 
ers but buys roses and fruit trees. 
“ W e don’t have the space to 
grow trees and rose bushes. In 
the case of the roses you must 
wait a 
year before replanting 
new roses in the same ground. It 
takes that long before the soil 
can be replenished,” said U n te r­ 
mann. 
FOR THE NOVICE gardener 
starting out in the new year, U n ­ 
termann gives these tips: prune 
fruit trees and roses, you can be 
drastic w ith 
the 
roses. 
Plant 
shrubs including camellias and 
rhododendrons, which need acid 
soil and good 
drainage. 
Plant 
snapdragons and violas if the 
ground isn't too wet. P lan t sweet- 
peas now for Easter flowering. 
For those putting 
in 
lawns, 
wait until after Ja n u ary; pre­ 
pare the soil first. Dig up the 
ground 
after the heavy rains, 
cover with fertilizer, allow two 
crops of weeds t-o appear, then 
chop them down, which will free 
the law n of weeds later.

A television table with rotating 
top allows the set to be turned to 
best advantage. 
All lum ber used is 1-inch stock.
